REMARKS 

An Examiner's Interview Summary Record (PTO-413) was e-mailed on October 8, 2008. 
During the interview, the following was discussed: 

1 . Brief description of exhibits or demonstration: None 

2. Identification of claims discussed: 1-8 

3. Identification of art discussed: U.S. Patent No. 6,807,994 to Westermann and U.S. 
Patent No. 5,194,210 to Lommerts. 

4. Results of Interview: Applicant's representative discussed amending Claims 1 and 5 
incorporating the subject matter of Claim 8. The Examiner seemed agreeable to the amendments 
of both Claims 1 and 5. Applicant's representative discussed the experimental results in Table 2. 



The Examiner indicated that the results in Table 2 were not persuasive since multiple variables, 
such as type of cord, cord variables and rubber composition, differ between the Working 
Examples and the comparative Examples, Applicant's representative and the Examiner 
discussed the submission of additional experimental data wherein only the type of cord varies 
between the samples. Alternatively, the Examiner indicated that Claim 6 could be amended to 
incorporate the allowable subject matter of Claim 8, similar to Claims 1 and 5 above. 

It is respectfully submitted that the instant STATEMENT OF SUBSTANCE OF
